The enlargement of coke production 


continued Idat week a.t about the same 
rate as during the preceding week. 
TUe proportions of the increase were 
also very much the same, the mer- 
chant ovens contributing i.UOO and the 
furnace ovens 600 of tbe 2,500 tons by 
wjijch the output was expanded. The 
regional output^ was thus raised t& 
221,890 ions, as -compared -with 220,- 
U90 tons o£ the previous week. In that 
week tbe merchants had supplied 1,710 
ami ihe furnace interests 200 out of a 
total gain of 1.910 tons. 


Both the weekly
